Mr. Dolph presented resolutions of the
Portland, Oregop, Chamber of Commerce
against free silver.

Mr, Faulknper, from the District commit-
tee, reported a bill to prevent book-making
aod peol-selling 1n the cities of Washingtoo
or Georgetown, or withia one mile of the
boundaries of these citler. As the bill did
not take In the raoa course & gnestion wea
made by Mr. Hoar aa to 1ts not dolog Fo.
Mr. Ingalls explained that the bill wes en
attempt on the part of the commiitee to ad-
just the topography of the District to the
coneclence of the ex-outive (a elmilar bill
having been vatoed last session). It wase
sericus ¢ flort on the part of the committee
to avold Lhe difficulty by exclasion, so that
if the execnlive chose to veto the blll, he
wou!d hava to exarcise & prooges of ideduo
tivereasoning. Pocl-3elling on race goureee
was not a very mortal offense, and never
had been visited with any speocial eeverily
by the laws of any community. To a sog-
gestion that the bill was intended to apply
particularly to pool selling and gambling 88
preciiced by negroes in the northwestern
par: of the city, Mr. Elmonds remarked
that the only reca that it did not spply to
was the horse race. An amendment whieh
was offered by Mr, Hoar to extend the prec-
visions of the bill to the whole Distriet was
disagreed to, aod the bill was passed.

The sondry civil appropriation blll was
reporied.

Sspate bill for 8 new mint building in
Philadelphis, not to cost more than two
milllon dollars, was raported.

The Nicarsgua Canal bill was taken up
a8 the unfinished business; and Mr, Morgan
addesied the Ssnate in defense of the bill.

and not the titles,

After a brief controversy the Bpeaker
sta’ed that the clerk was reading exaotly
what was farnished to bim by the journal
clerk, There bad besn no tims to fill in the
titles.

Mr, Bpringer auggasted that this was bot
a jonrnal, and Mr, Wheeler, of Alabama, ad
vanced the idea that the Honse should take
a recess untll tha jourcal was properly made
up, but this idea was not oarried oot and the
readlog wa3s contioned. It was concluded
at quarter bafore one, and Mr, MoKinley, of
Qbio, moved the spproval of the journal
and demanded the previons question. He
ylelded, however, to Mr. Turner, of Georgla,
who stated that in the journal he wae noted
a3 haviog been present and not voting upon
iwo roll calls yesterday, when he was pot
presant. He had voted for the yees and
naye and then lefiithe Houss in as dignified
a mannoer a8 he conld.

Mr. Clemants, of Georgia, Mr. Blanchard,
